The Central Labor Council 
this week authorized the execu- 
tive committee to call a special

| This authorization was given 
to the executive committee on

Secretary Robert S. Ash, to 
;make sure that the lack of reg- 
ular meetings during the| 


would not delay the merger. 


Next week's meeting of the 
council is expected to be the 
jlast regular meeting until 
January 7. Ash pointed out that 
since under the present council 
constitution elections for offi- 
cers would be held in February, 
there was danger of having tq 
hold these elections, and then| 
almost immediately afterwards] 
to have to hold elections for 
the new consolidated council. 

So it would be better, he 
said, to hold special meetings 
if necessary to move the pro- 
cedure along. 

Ash reported that J. F. Gal- 
liano, attorney for the council,| 
had examined the proposed 
merger agreement and consti- 
tution, and that the CIO coun- 
cil’s attorney had also exam- 
ined it, and between them they 
found only two minor points 
for adjusment.

The proceedings are being 
followed with great interest by 
the Building Trades Council, 
and at the last meeting of that 
body BTC Business Represen- 
tative J. L. Childers reported 
that in his opinion a- powerful 
case was being presented in 
court by the union’s attorneys. 


The union’s attorneys are 
James F. Galliano and C. P. 
Paduck. Childers was referring 
to an earlier phase of the con- 
trovefsy between the union and 
the group of subdividers, when 
recently Superior Judge Coates 
of Marysville, sitting in Ala- 
meda county, had refused to 
grant the builders a temporary 
injunction against the union. 

The builders had brought ac- 
tion against the union, claim- 
ing that it was compelling the 
putting of three coats of plaster 
on all jobs. The union had no 
right to insist on this, the sub- 
dividers claimed, although 
three coats are required by the 
building code, since the build- 
ing inspectors of the county 
were allowing buildings to be 
put up without three coats. 

The union brought evidence} 
in court that in many cases| 
tne subdividers did not even 
rod and waterfloat the second} 
coat as required by the code. 
The Judge denied the tempo- 
rary injunction, and deferred 
cill a later date the hearing on 
a permanent injunction. 

The union then, through At-} 
torneys Galliano and Paduck,! 


the subdividers. 

“This is not merely a matter 
of technical violation of the 
code,” Galliano told East Bay 
Labor Journal. “The union 
feels that the illegal way in 
which the subdividers in ques-| 
tion wish to operate results in 
a poor job, casts discredit on 
the use of plaster as a building 
material, and shortchanges the 
people, most of them working 
folks themselves, who buy the

Report Outlines 


Service to Unions (Insurance Change 


The report of the Labor Pro- 
gram of the UC Institute of In- 
dustrial Relations, Berkele y 
campus, covering the period 
from November 1954 to the 
present December, gives some 
idea of the many activities in 
which UC and organized labor 
cooperate. 


There were three labor press 
conferences, one at Santa Bar- 
bara and two at Fresno, in 
three successive years. In ad- 
dition, two one-day meetings 
were held in the fall of 1955 for 
labor editors interested in eco- 
nomic analysis. 


Individual unions holding) 
conferences and seminars in-| 
cluded the Steelworkers, the 
International Brotherhood of! 
Electrical Workers, the Plumb- 
ers & Pipefitters, the Carpen- 
ters, Hospital Workers, Inter- 
national Union of Electrical 
Workers, the Retail Clerks, the 
Teachers, and the Brotherhocd| 
of Railroad Trainmen. 

Monthly meetings of the Bay 
Area Labor Seminar were held 
from January 1955 to the sum- 
mer of 1956. 

Two annual AFL Institutes 
were held, one at Santa Bar- 
bara, one at Monterey, services 
to union members being the 
theme at one, and negotiated | 
pensions at the other. 

A considerable number of 
meetings of the Labor Research! 
Committee, which undertakes| 
discussions of a more complex! 
character than usual, were, 
held. 

The Institute and the Ala- 
meda County Central Labor 
Council presented a course of 
ten weekly classes in public 
speaking in the spring of this 
year. 

The Institute joined in set- 
ting up the East Bay Health 
and Welfare Council, and par- 
ticipated in its sessions. 

A Conference on Chronic 
Disease was held in cooperation 
with the CIO Community Serv- 
ices Department. 

John Hutchinson is the co- 
ordinator of labor programs for 
the Institute. Dr. Arthur M.

With Watchmakers 


Watchmak’rs Make

As stated in our column of 
last week, certain changes 
have been made in our insur- 
ance coverages. Following are 
the changes which became ef- 
fective December 1st. 


CHANGES IN THE INDEM- 
NITY INSURANCE PLAN FOR 
MEMBERS: Hospital room al- 
lowance is increased from $10.00 
per day to $12.00 per day. Spe- 
cial hospital service allowance 
is increased from $200.00 to 
$200.00 plus 75% of the next 
$1000.00. Medical benefits are 
increased from a maximum of 
5 visits when not disabled, and 
a maximum of $100.00 if dis- 
abled, to a maximum of $300.00 
with respect to all treatment 
received during any period of 
six months, and a $600.00 max- 
imum aggregate amount with 
respect to all treatment if such 
sickness extends beyond the six 
months period.
